Hinghwa is 70 miles northeast 
of Nanking and almost in the cen- 
ter of the lowest point of the basin 
between the Grand Canal and the 
Yellow Sea. Normally it is a thriv- 
ing market town. Jt is the seat of 
Hinghwa County, which prior to 
the flood had a population of 600,- 
000. 


Mrs. Lindbergh remained at 
Nanking when the party took off 
earlier in the day, deciding Dr. Liu 
and Dr. Grant would need the 
space she might occupy. 

At least five stops in the flood- 
ed area east from the Grand Canal 
had been planned by the party, but 
the experience at Hinghwa, their 
first stop, sent them back to Nan- 
king, discouraged at the feasibility 
of their plans to use Col. Lind- 
bergh’s plane to distribute medical 
units throughout Kianssu Province 
flood zone. 

Ten Feet of Water. 

It seems likely other methods 
will be sought whereby Col. and 
Mrs. Lindbergh may aid the flood 
relief commission. 


The inundation of Hinghwa be- 
gan six weeks ago, but the situa- 
tion became critical when the 
Grand Canal dikes, 30 miles west 
of there, broke on Aug. 25 and 
the inrushing waters filled the ba- 
sin. Hinghwa is now under 10 feet 
of water. 

In the last month Hinghwa has 
been virtually isolated with the 
nearest dry land 25 miles away.

CRUISER ORDERED

Council of League of Na- 
tions Rejects Nanking Ap- 
peal for Immediate In- 
quiry by Impartial Com- 
mission.

TOKIvu, sept. 26.—Tokio offi- 


cials announced today that receipt 


of two proposals to establish an 
independent state in Manchuria, 
but said neither plan was counte- 
nanced here. 

The Chinese are said to want to 
make Mukden the capital of a 
state independent of China. Mon- 
golians, on the other hand, would 
like to make Khailar their capital. 
Khailar is a small city near the 
convergence of the Manchurian, 
Siberian and Mongolian borders. 

Tokio officials said both the Chi- 
nese and Mongolian delegations 
were informed that Japan would 
not support either movement un- 
der any circumstances. 

Incidental to the occupation oe: 
Southern Manchurian cities by 
Japanese troops, which began a 
week ago after a clash between. 
Chinese and Japanese soldiers near 
Mukden, the Japanese Government 
disclaimed any territorial aspira- 
tions toward Manchuria, Toklo 
subsequently announced it would 
restrict the occupation movement 
to the protection of important 
points in the Japanese-operated 
South Manchurian railway area. 

Yesterday the Japanese cruiser 
Tsushima left Sasebo naval base 
for Shanghai to protect Japanese 
citizens in South China in the event 
of any outbreak of violence there. 

A Japanese detachment which 
went to Taonan, Manchuria, yese- 
terday, to protect Japanese nae 
tionals who allegedly feared vyioe- 
lence at the hands of Chinese, was 
officially reported to have been re- 
inforced there today by an armored 
train from Szepingkal. 

Tokio authorities said these troop 
movements had been ordered by 
the Japanese military commander 
at Mukden without consulting the

I have before me a review 
from the Bureau of the Budget 
of 271 bills introduced into the 
last Congress) asking _for  in- 
ereased Federal expenditures 
which were referred to the ex- 
ecutive agencies for report. 
These fall into two categories— 
those in which the total obliga- 
tion is expressed in the bill, and 
those which would result in a 
continued annual obligation. 


After eliminating all dupli- 
cates the bills which were _ re- 
ported adversely by the admin- 
istration during the Seventy- 
first Congress amounted to $4,- 
900,000,000 of the first category 
and an annual expenditure in 
the second category of $1,200,- 
000,000. Taking only a 10-year 
perioa, this latter category 
-would amount to an expendi- 
ture of some $12,000,000,000, or 
a total of nearly $17,000,000,- 
000. 

The main interest in this ta- 
ble is the fact that it discloses 
how largely these bills arise 
from pressures of group anda 
sectional interests. Unless there 
is a general recognition that this 
is no time for such activities, 
these same pressures will again 
arise. 

It is important that there 
should be a great effort on the 
part of organizations of our 
country to express their disap- 
proval of such expenditures 
now even though the projects 
may be the most meritorious. 
They should be withheld until 
the country is in better condi- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26. — Dry 
leaders are beginning .to worry 
about the attitude of the farm pop- 
ulation—long recognized as_ the 
backbone of prohibition sentiment 
in this country. The national 
“board of strategy,” representing 
33 dry organizations, announced 
last night, after a protracted ses- 
sion here, that a _ nation-wide 
“campaign of education” will be 
conducted in the rural _ districts 
prior to the next. presidential cam- 
paign, to impress farm _ families 
with the “economic benefits’ of 
prohibition. 

At the same time it was learned 
that.Secretary of Agriculture Hyde, 
who announced Thursday that he 
would gather data to ascertain the 
economic effects on farming if 
beer should be legalized, actually ; 
is engaged in collecting evidence 
to prove that the return of beer 
would not help the farmer. Wheth- 
er the decision of the “board of 
strategy” had any connection with 
Secretary Hyde’s decision, could 
not be learned, but obviously they 
have the same object. 

The “board of strategy,” whose 
members include Bishop James 
Cannon and other prominent dry 
leaders, actually is the golitical 
general staff of the dry forces. Its 
objects are admittedly political.

Sept. 26.—Mahatma Gandhi, sur- 
rounded by the vestiges of Great 
Britain's vanished textile trade with 
India, turned a deaf ear today to 
Lancashire’s plea that he Jift the 
Nationalist boycott against foreign 
cotton goods. 

After hearing from the workers, 
the jobless spinners and the mill 
owners how difficult Lancashire’s 
lot has become, he replied that In- 
dia’s lot was still harder to bear 
and that he and the Indian Con- 
gress party would remain firm in 
their stand that India produce cloth 
sufficient for its own needs. 

Since the Delhi truce negotiated 
with Viceroy Lord Irwin, the boy- 
cott has been effective not only 
against British goods, but that of 
other exporting nations, he said. 

If the Round Table Conference 
now in progress should develop a 
solution of India’s difficulties, he 
added, it is possible that some time 
in the future India might need 
more goods than it is able to pro- 
duce, in which case British prod- 
ucts would be favored over those 
of other nations.

PRESIDENT AGAINST REVIVING . 
WORLD WAR DEFENSE COUNCIL 


Will Not Follow Advice of Legion 
on Unemployment; Thinks 
Present Body Is Adequate. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Pres- 
ident Hoover considers his relief 
organization headed by Walter S.'‘ 
Gifford adequate for co-ordinating 
activities to relieve unemployment 
distress this winter, and the Presi- 
dent does not imtend to revive the 
Council of i ational Defense which 
operated during the World War. A 
resolution urging this step was 
adopted by the American Legion 
convention at Detroit. 

The administration will look to 
Gifford’s organization for both ac- 
tion and advice. 

A second major committee of this 
organization took up the task yes- 
terday of evolving meais for uni- 
fying into community committees 
the many separate organizations 
now handling relief. Eliot Wads- 
worth, former Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, is chairman. Wads- 
worth said the committee agreed 
the situation must bé met on “a 
neighborhood basis” and that the 
relief problem ‘“‘can be solved lo- 
cally.”’ 


BREAD SEIZED IN“LIQUOR RAID 


Police Say Pumpernickel Is Used 
to Make Kuemmel. 

Ninety-eight pounds of pumper- 
nickel, a coarse rye bread, were 
found by police and Federal agents 
in a raid yesterday at 4257A Easton 
avenue.

Student Dies of Infantile Paralysis. 
By the Associated Press. 
CHAMPAIGN, Ill, Sept. 26.— 
Eugene Kohn, University of Illinois 
student of Chicago, died yesterday 
from infantile paralysis shortly be- 
fore his father, H. N. Kohn, arrived 
in a specially chartered airplane 
with a supply of serum to be used 
in tteating the youth. Kohn, a 
sophomore, had been ill about two 
days. University authorities said 
Kohn's was the only case of infan- 


sible defections among the farm 
population. It was announced that

that the full dry vote may be regis- 
tered at the polls.”’ 

Faith in Rural Voters Shaken. 
The drys’ sudden concern over 
the loyalty of the farmers is a re- 
sult of the wets’ campaign to per- 
suade farmers that a substantial 
portion of their surplus grain would 
be consumed in the manufacture 
of beer. Heretofore the dry lead- 
ers have always taken for granted 
that the rural voters would remain 
loyal to prohibition. This faith 
apparently has been shaken by 
recent events. 

That Secretary Hyde’s effort to 
“determine the probable economic 
effects of the return of beer,” act- 
ually will consist in gathering ar- 
guments to be used among the 
farmers by the drys, was made 
plain in administration circles, as 
also were the nature of the argu- 
ments. 

Among other things, the Seore- 
tary is expected to “discover’’ that, 
while the legalizing of beer might 
provide an additional market for 
a small amount of grain, it would 
also tend to diminish the sales of 
milk. The argument will be that 
every glass of beer consumed at 
lunch time would displace a glass 
of milk, and that the farmer de- 
rives much more money from a 
glass of milk than he would obtain 
from the grain which would go 
into making a glass of beer. 

Moreover, the Secretary is ex- 
pected to “find” that the legalized 
sale of beer would greatly dimin- 
ish sales of ice cream, of which 
milk and cream are important in- 
gredients. Since it is assumed that 
dairy products now constitute one 
of the most profitable aspects of 
farming, while grain raising is 
comparatively unprofitable, the ar- 
gument will be made that the re- 
turn of beer would result in a 
large net loss to the farmer. 

The virtual absence of conceal- 
ment concerning Secretary Hyde’s 
program, and the patent conclu- 
sion that the dry organizations are 
planning to use his “findings” in 
their campaign among the farm- 
ers, strengthened the belief that 
President Hoover's position has not 
been affected by the “beer putsch” 
which has been directed against 
the administration during the last 
two weeks.- It tended to confirm 
Bishop Cannon’s impression: that, 
as the campaign approaches, “the 
President will become drier and 
drier.” 


Cardinal Pacelli on Vacation. 

VATICAN CITY, Sept. 26.—Car- 
dinal Pacelli, the Papal Secretary 
of State, left today for a month’s

During the first three weeks of 
September, prices of livestock, 
meats, hides and cotton declined, 
while prices of dairy products con- 
tinued to increase.

We then re- 
turned to the apartment house, 
where we saw a crowd of people 
and learned that Chester Jones and 
his wife had been killed.”

FIVE MEN HELD 
FOR HOLDUP OF 
FLORISSANT BANK 


Three Alleged to Have Con- 
fessed Part in Attempted 
Robbery and Sixth Is Be- 
ing Sought. 


Five men are held at Clayton in 
connection with the unsuccessful 
holdup at the Citizens’ Bank at 
Florissant yesterday morning, and 
a sixth man is being sought. Three 
of the men under arrest have ad- 
mitted their part in the attempted 
robbery, according to Sheriff Lill 
of St. Louis County, and have im- 
plicated the others. 

The three who are said to admit 
the crime. are booked as John 
Hooss, 26 years old, a clerk of 
1715 Geyer avenue; Ivan L. Boren, 
27, a former street car conductor, 
2610A Russell Boulevard; and 
Stanley Forster, 25, a carpenter's 
helper, 9210 Midland avenue, Over- 
land. The other two, both of whom 
gave addresses in Overland, deny 
participation. 

Hooss and Boren were captured 
near Hall’s Ferry and St. Cyr 
roads a short time after the rob- 
bery had been foiled, and Forster 
was arrested an hour and a half 
later at his home. The other two 
were arrested neaf Overland -yes- 


Used Four Automobiles. 

According to Sheriff Lill, Hooss, 
Boren and Forster said the robbery 
had been planned in a grocery in 
Overland and the six men met in 
Overland to go to the bank. At 
the time they were driving in four 
automobiles. and rode that way to 
a point within two miles of the 
bank. : 

Three of the ‘cars were parked 
at separated distances and the 
party went on to the bank in a 
stolen Nash sedan. According to 
the confessions, Hooss and Boren 
and the man not yet arrested went 
in the bank. 

The holdup was frustrated by a 
bullet-proof banking room installed 
following a $5623 robbery last 
March 3. It is arranged so that 
the cashier may admit customers, 
on recognition, from the anteroom 


through which the robbers entered. } 


The anteroom is about 10 feet 
square. 
“Stick ’Em Up Yourself.” 

One robber tried the inner door, 
but found himself locked out. The 
three then drew pistols and com- 
manded Oscar Aydt, the secretary- 
cashier, to “Stick ‘em up!” Aydt, 
secure in the knowledge that the 
robbers could not harm him or any 
of the three or four customers or 
employes in the banking room, 
“Stick ’em up your- 
self!” and reached for a shotgun. 

The robbers fled to the car, with 
the bank employes hot on their 
trail. As the sedan drew away, 
the cashier und two assistants put 
17 bullet holes in the rear end, 
without striking the occupants of 
the machine. 

The sedan was driven to the 
place on Hall’s Ferry and Robbins 
Mill roads, where two men entered 
a Chevrolet, two a Buick coupe 
and two others a Ford, the sedan 
being abandoned. The two in the 
Chevrolet, said to be the sixth 
man and one of those who denied 
part in the robbery, made their 
escape by driving east on Hall's 
Ferry road. 

One Robber Car Upsets. 

Hooss and Boren, in the Buick, 
followed, but their car skidded on 
the wet pavement and upset in a 
ditch about a mile west of Cham- 
bers road. Neither was injured 
and they were picked up by For- 
ster and the other man in the 
Ford, the four driving to a garage 
at Hall's Ferry and St. Cyr roads. 
By that time, however, Deputy 
Constables were on the trail, and 
Hooss and Boren, who had been 
riding on the running boards, were 
forced to flee on foot. They were 
captured ina small wood patch 
near the garage. 

A radio cal] had gone out from 
the St. Louis Police Department, 
both to city officers and the coun- 
ty deputies. Constable Rudy 
Baumer and Chief Deputy Sheriff 
Arnold Willmann, hurrying west on 
Hall’s Ferry road, saw the Buick 
almost as it upset but were un- 
able to stop because of their own 
speed. As they were turning 
around, the Ford picked up the 
men and they followed it to the 
garage. 

Surrender Without Fight. 

At the garage they chose to pur- 
sue the men on foot rather than 
those in the car, and the Ford es- 
caped by soing back west on Hall’s 
Ferry road. Deputy Sheriff Harry 
Newbold and another deputy, com- 
ing from the direction of the bank, 
trailed the robbers to the garage 
and jofwed in the chase, and two 
other deputies, coming up atmost 
at the same time, joined them. 

Almost exhausted from running, 
the two fugitives were soon 
caught, and being without weap- 
ons, surrendered with no_ resist- 
ance. From their statements the 
officers sent out orders to arrest 
the other men,

The Menace of Maldistribution, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ANTALUS, of Greek mythology, tor- 


tured by hunger and thirst in the 
midst of plenty, has been stunningly 
reincarnated, Six million Americans, 
with empty stomachs, are walking the 
streets in quest of work, while granaries 
and packing houses are overflowing with 
a tantalizing surplus. 

It is a pernicious paradox that is 
crushing millions of unemployed between 
the jaws of plenty and want, surplus and 
hunger, millions of money, and none to 
lend, work needed and anxious multi- 
tudes idle. 

When overproduction of forest, field, 
factory and mine dams up the channels 
of trade, why is not rational and equit- 
able. distribution the logical remedy to 
re-establish the normal flow? It is an 
acute case of economic appendicitis that 
afflicts.the body politic and that requires 
the surgeon’s knife to restore orderly di- 
gestion. 

Maldistribution, caused by a suicidal 
high tariff, is ruining our foreign com- 
merce; monopolies in restraint of trade 
are destroying established wholesale and 
retail merchants, while shifting the fi- 
nancing, buying and price fixing from 
the local dealer to non-resident corpora-

|THE MAYOR’S BOND ISSUE PROPOSAL. 

Mayor Miller’s proposal for a $23,750,000 bond issue 
is very commendable, as far as it goes. It provides, 
necessary funds for completion of Memorial and Un- 
ion Station plazas, the lighting system, the auditori- 
um and the new courthouse, all’1923 bond issue pro 
jects for which allocated funds were insufficient. 
Much criticism has been leveled at the city adminis- 
tration for failing to complete these projects with the 
money set aside for them, but the criticism is not al- 
together justified. The fault, if there be any, lies in 
the failure to make correct estimates of cost in 1923. 
Mayor Miller would set aside $350,000 for remodeling 
the interior of City Hall and for completion of its 
exterior. As to the wisdom of that item, we are not 
prepared to pass judgment. It comes as a surprise 
to many St. Louisans that a building which has been 
occupied for more than 30 years still lacks finishing 
touches. 

The bulk of the bond issue—$15,000,000—would be 
devoted to increasing the facilities of public hos- 
pitals and other city institutions, now suffering 
from overcrowding. City Hospital and City Hospital 
No. 2 would benefit, as would Koch Hospital, whose 
long waiting list is a reproach to the city, and also 
City Infirmary, City Sanitarium, Isolation Hospital 
and the St. Louis Training School. Certainly there 
cannot be any quarrel with these proposed improve- 
ments. They are made necessary by the increase in 
the city’s population and to cure what, at present 
are well-nigh scandalous conditions. 

With one or two possible exceptions, every item 
in the Mayor’s list may be classed as mere routine 
expenditure that, under any circumstances, would 
have to be made. With some 90,000 St. Louisans out 
of work and business in a state of unusual depres- 
sion, the city should seize the opportunity to make 
full use of its credit. Its statutory borrowing mar- 
gin, as of April 12, was $63,208,420. A bond issue 
close to this limit would provide for such obvious 
needs as the Mayor suggests and leave a consider- 
able sum for other purposes. We have in mind par- 
ticularly the widening of Third street and the im- 
provement of the central river front, in accordance 
with the already prepared design of the City Plan 
Commission. 

River front improvement has been discussed in St. 
Louis for half a century, but the city has never 
plunged into the task, despite the knowledge that 
every year’s delay makes the project more difficult 
and costly. In the last decade, failure to make the 
improvement has had a sericus effect on downtown 
property values and has caused endless inconven- 
ience to persons who must thread their way through 
the traffic maze to lower downtown. Aside from the 
redemption of the decayed and blighted section on 
the river front and its transformation into a beauty 
spot, the economic beftefits of river front improve- 
ment are incalculable. St. Louis could not make an 
investment promising richer‘returns. 

It is true central river front improvement would 


tions: delegating to blundering commis- 
sions government activities that should | 
remain under executive and legislative | 
control: concentrating of capital and/| 
capitalistic dictatorship of our pub- | 
lic utilities, changing major industries | 
and transpottation companies from local 
to New York management. 

Call the roll of public utilities, manu- 
facturing plants and railroads of St. 
louis and while our people supply the

About the only remaining 
monument to our erstwhile civic glory | 
is the St. Louis waterworks—luckily an- 
chored to the Chain of Rocks. 

When the Federal Farm Board aban- 
doned the colossal folly of pegging wheat 
prices and exchanged 25,000,000 bushels 
of its surplus for Brazilian coffee, sold 
15,000,000 bushels to Germany and 7,- 
500,000 to China, it demonstrated the 
wonderful possibilities for marketing 
our surplus wheat and cotton through 
governmental agencies. Standard Oii 
products and Ford motor cars are sold 
throughout the world—why not our 
wheat and cotton? 

Washington must wake up, get ‘the 
international mind, substitute live busi- 
ness men for politicians to man our for- 
elgn consulates and thus establish pow- 
erful werld-wide sales agencies for dis- 
tributing our surplusage, 

What a roaring farce for Congress to 
quibble and hesitate about joining the 
World Court and the League of Nations 
vhen President Hoover initiates a mora- 
torium for Germany and our internation- 
al loans mount up into multiplied mil- 
lions of dollars! 

How much longer will Uncle Sam 
“look On” the international drama at 
Geneva from the peanut gallery when 
vital commercial, financial an@ political 
interests demand that he should take a 
leading part in the hectic play? 

The American Midas, booted and 
spurred, rides in state with a moribund 
hoard of $5,000,000,000 in gold to his 
credit while friendly nations, whose pa- 
tronage we sorely need, are facing bank- 
ruptey for lack of enough of the.yellow 
metal to settle their international bal- 
ances. With Great Britain, Mexico and 
others of our best customers abandoning 
the Midas touch, it looks as if our lauded 
gold standard might prove a _ liability 
rather,than an asset, unless timely dis- 
tribution and decentralization comes to 
the rescue, 

“The inequitable distribution of in- 
comes,” says Prof. John Dewey, “will 
bring to the fore the use of taxing power 
to effect redistributing them by means 
of larger taxation of swollen incomes and 
by heavier death duties on large for- 
tunes.” 

As property taxes “have reached their 
limit, it is quite possible that the ap- 
proaching Federal Congress will resort 
to surtaxes on graduated incomes and to 
estates of~ deceased millionaires to in-

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A PENNANT FOR SISLER. 

For 16 years George Sisler graced the major 
leagues without the experience of helping win a flag. 
That such pleasure has at last come to him as a mem- 
ber of the Rochester Red Wings in the International 
League will gladden the heart of many a St. Louis 
baseball fan who knew the work of the Browns’ 
former first baseman and held it in highest esteem. 
Pennant or no pennant in St. Louis, that embodiment 
of human grace was not without honor here. In 
1922, when he hit .420, he was voted the American 
League’s most valuable player, and few there were 
with other choices. His name was selected to lead 
the list on the baseball monument honor roll in 
Washington.

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BRITAIN’S TARIFF. 

England long has held the reputation of being the 
world’s free trade citadel, but her annual tariff re- 
ceipts frequently have been greater than those of 
frankly protectionist America. The figures for, the 
last two years are: |

Even for the fiscal year ending in 1914, before Brit- 
ain’s war-time duties and her post-war “safeguard- 
ing” tariffs were enacted, her tariff receipts were 
only 11 per cent below those of the United States. 

These figures, however, must be interpreted in the 
light of the two countries’ economic structures. For 
instance, more than half of England’s tariff revenue 
in 1929-30 came from the levy on tobacco, while the 
United States got only about 6 per cent of her cus- 
toms receipts from this source. England imports all 
her tobacco, while this country grows most of its 
supply. ‘Khe British tariff thus corresponds to our 
special tax on tobacco products, whieh yielded $450,- 
339,000 in the year under discussion. England also 
received $59,000,000 from tariffs on beer, wine, rum, 
brandy and other spirits, while the American imports 
of these commodities entered duty free via the rum 
fleet. 

Britain saw the greatest years of her commercial 
glory in the period from -1860 to 1915, when she de- 
veloped her industries and fed her people in large 
part on goods brought in from abroad under a free 
trade policy. The war and subsequent readjustthents 
ended that, and now even greater demands for protec- 
tion are being made. If protection alone were de- 
sired, the tariff advocates might well be satisfied 
with the recent departure from the gold standard, 
which in effect heightened the English tariff wall. 
Pounds worth around $4 on foreign markets will not 
Duy so much as pounds worth $4.86, the former par, 
so merchants will be driven to buy more in domestic 
markets. However, the demand“for greater revenue

A SUGGESTION TO THE BASEBALL MAGNATES. 

Now that the charity game between the Browns 
and Cardinals has raised more than $30,000 for un- 
employment relief in St. Louis and has given enjoy- 
ment to some 20,000 persons, we have another sug- 
gestion to make. It is for the consideration of the 
presidents of the two leagues and the Cardinal and 
Athletics’ owners and players. Let the world series 
include an extra game in St. Louis and Philadelphia, 
the proceeds to be devoted to the unemployed. An ad- 
ditional contest for charity in each city would ‘suit 
the fans, many of whom are crowded out each year, 
and would be a graceful act on the part of the 
baseball magnates. We venture the players on the 
St. Louis and Philadelphia teams would gladly do- 
nate their services. Certainly the public would glad- 
ly donate its money. During the past two weeks, 
charity major league games have raised several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. To extend the plan to the 
world series is a logical conclusion. We submit the 
idea to the baseball world as one which will have 
the public’s hearty approval. 
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A MAKESHIFT DEVICE. 

The St. Louis division of the Automobile Club of 
Missouri opposes the proposition, under advisement 
by the city administration, to add a tax of a penny 
a gallon on gasoline. Through its board of gover- 
nors, it has prepared a statement setting forth its ob- 
jections. The statement recites that the automobile 
owner in Missouri now pays five taxes: a State li- 
cense tax, a city license tax, a State gasoline tax, a 
city gasoline tax, a property tax. No other property 
is so heawily taxed. Figures are given showing that 
the owners of small cars, who are, of course, in a 
great majority, pay in five years a tax equivalent 
to 83.2 per cent of the car’s value. 

Missouri is one of the few states that permit their 
cities to levy a gasoline tax, and the city motor ve- 
hicle license is also unusual, the statement says. 
Chicago and St. Louis are the only cities in the coun- 
try of more than 500,000 that collect a municipal 
auto license on private passenger cars. 

A cgmparison is made of the cost of maintaining 
our streets and the revenue derived from vehicles 
between 1920-21-and 1930-31. In the former year, the 
Street Department’s expenditures totaled $1,346,740; 
in the latter year, $1,411,321; an increase of $64,581, 
or 4.9 per cent. 

The revenue from vehicles in 1920-21 was $387,856. 
It was $1,062,684 in 1930-31, an increase of $674,823, 
or 171 per cent. 

The point is also made that when the present gaso- 
line tax was first proposed, city officials agreed the 
money would be used on main thoroughfares prin- 
cipally used by automobiles. That agreement has 
not been kept, according to the Automobile Club’s 
statement, which charges that the general revenue 
of the city—not the streets—has been benefited by 
the gasoline tax. If a further tax is put on gasoline, 
what assurance is there that the money will be spent 
on the streets—that it will not go into the general 
revenue, to be disbursed as the judgment of the ad- 
ministration dictates? The Automobile Club does not 
ask that question, but it is a logical, pertinent and, 
in the circumstances, it seems to us, a fair question. 

The Automobile Club has made a strong case 
against this proposed tax. Its position, however, 
would be strengthened, in our opinion, and its argu- 
ment more convincing, if it frankly stated that this 
proposed tax is a typical, makeshift piece of munici- 
pal financing, which will not cure the city’s chron- 
ic impoverishment, and candidly advocated the only 
honest and dependable remedy. 

St. Louis is living municipally from hand to mouth. 
and will continue in that unhappy ‘condition until 
it discards its hit-or-miss practice of assessing the 
valuation of property for tax purposes and adopts a 
scientific, equitable system, after the Pittsburg model, 
for example. 

There is ample property in St. Louis, as every- 
body knows, adequately to maintain the city on a 
continucusly progre&sive scale if it were correctly 
valued and properly taxed. Until this is done, the 
city will go on its impecunious way, resorting to 
such taxing devices as the proposed gaseline tax, 
mumbling its everlasting hard luck story. The trou- 
ble with St. Louis is that a great deal of property is 
escaping its just tax and, conversely, a lot of prop- 
erty is paying more than its share. 
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1831 AND 1931. 

It is a striking fact that a hundred years ago, al- 
most to the day, England was in the midst of an up- 
heaval that may be compared with the present crisis 
there.

What now? What will come in 1932 and the century 
to follow? It rests with those embattled leaders who 
are struggling to retain England’s world position and 
with a people ground down by war and its evil 
aftermath.

HE great difficulty of the present situa- 
TT tion is that the plain man—not the 

famous man-in-the-street but the man 
in the office, the warehouse, and the club 
—does not in the least understand the 
nature of the danger with which the country 
is faced. Yet that danger was sufficiently 
terrifying, to those who could understand 
it, to induce Ramsay MacDonald to run 
the risk of sacrificing the fruits of a whole 
lifetime of work and to induce many, even 
of those who in the end refuse to follow 
him, to consent to economies which to the 
rank and file of the r party would be 
certain to appear as black treachery against 
the workers. Is there any possibility of 
making the ordinary man understand what 
the danger was? 

It is certain that there is no subject 
which the ordinary man finds more diffi- 
cult than the theory of money and credit. 
Things which to the man with some ele- 
mentary training in economics seem per- 
fectly simple seem to him either impene- 
trable mysteries or obvious nonsense, But 
if the real deep-lying reasons for the na- 
tional danger cannot be made plain—they 
are perfectly plain to every banker~-and to 
every student of political economy—at any 
rate history should be able to make plain 
the fact that the danger was a very real 
one and that no one had more to fear ‘from 
it than the workers, 

* a * 

Without going into refinements of theory, 
we may say that inconvertible paper money 
bears the same relations to a nation’s credit 
that checks bear to the credit of an indi- 
vidual. But what is the value of a bank- 
rupt’s check? What, in the old days when 
private banks issued notes, was the value 
of the notes of a bank that had suspended 
payment? The answer is the same in every 
case. The value is—nothing. 

And this is the teaching not merely of 
monetary theory t of the experience of 
history. After the French Revolution -the 
assignats, or inconvertible paper money 
issted against the supposed security of con- 
fiscated land and property, fell till the wits 
of Paris declared that any man who took 
a cab had to take another to carry the huge 
bundle of paper notes necessary to pay a 
fare of five francs. We have seen some- 
thing of the same kind, worse in some coun- 
tries, not quite so bad in others, in most of 
the countries of Europe since the wholesale 
destruction of property, and the reckless pil- 
ing up of debts, in the Great War. 

Now, what is the result of a fall in the 
value of a nation’s currency? It is true that 
what a man has to pay—rent, interest on 
debts and mortgages, etc.—he will pay in 
debased money, and will therefore pay more 
cheaply. But all that he himself receives, 
wages, interest on invesments and all other 
payments of fixed amount, will be paid to 
him in debased money. When he pays he 
will pay the same nominal sum, but wit 
really pay less. But when he feceives he 
will receive the same nominal sum, but he 
will really receive less. So, then, the only 
man who stands to gain by national bank- 
ruptcy is the man who owes more than he 


part 


is owed. In other words, the only man who 
stands to gain by national bankruptcy is the 
man already bankrupt. And his gain is a 
small one. It means no more than this, 
that what he wasall others now become. 

But this is only a part, and the least 
part, of the evil. Nowhere is it so true as 
in finance that ‘‘nothing succeeds like 
success; nothing fails like failure.”” When 
a currency begins to drop, its fall is usually 
one of accelerated rapidity. But the 
owners of What we may call “real goods,” 
the grocer, the butcher, the baker and the 
other shopkeepers, are not going to part 
with real goods in exchange for a handful 
of paper which may be worth only half 
tomorrow what it is worth today, and worth 
perhaps nothing at all next week. So prices 
rise with fearful rapidity. But payments 
that are really fixed, such as, Government 
pensions, interest on investments. etc., do 
not rise at all. And though wages may, 
indeed, in some cases must, rise, they no- 
toriously mount slowly and seem never to 
catch up to the rise in cost of living. Some 
people are ruined; everyone is poorer.

But even now we have not touched the 
real root of the evil. All modern trade and 
industry is necessarily based on credit. The 
wholesaler supplies goods to the retailer 
on three months’ credit, But a sale must 
be a sale “at a price.” Who is going to 
with £1000 worth of real goods 
when the money he will receive three 
months hence, while nominally worth 
£1000, may not be worth the cost of the 
paper it is printed on? He may bargain to 
be paid in gold, or in some more stable cur- 
rency than that of his own country. Or 
he may in several other ways seek to secure 
that he shall receive his due. 

But, then, how is the retailer to sell his 
goods? Is._ the grocer to say to Mrs. 
Brown, when she goes marketing, “I paid 
so much for this pound of cocoa or packet 
of margarine. But I shall have to charge 
you 10 times as much, for the notes you 
are Offering me will fall in value~during 
the night’’? The natural result of a rapidly 
falling currency is stagnation in all trade 
and industry. For none will sell when they 
do not know the value of the money in. 
which they are to be paid; and where none 
will sell, who can buy? 

Austria and Germany have known the 
full bitterness of national bankruptcy. Italy, 
France and other countries have known 
what it has been to see a rapidly falling 
value in money. Does England want to 
suffer in the same way? And we may be 
sure there would be no nations ready to 
come to our help as we came to the help 
of the suffering nations of Europe. 

One last word. Who stands to suffer 
more than the poorest classes in England 
if the pound falls? There is much foolish 
talk about the crisis being engineered by 
bankers and millionaires, and the people 
are being told that if the pound falls no one 
will suffer but “rentiers.” But who in 
England is not a rentier today? Every 
old-age pensioner, every pensioned soldier, 
every woman and child who draws a few 
shillings a week as widow or orphan of a 
soldier, every thrifty old person with a 
small postoffice annuity and the 3,000,000 
unemployed will suffer.

tion. The report says: 

“There is widespread and honest 
difference of’opinion in the nation, 
within the church and among 
members of this convention as to 


the wisdom and desirability of re- | 


taining the eighteenth amendment 
ard the consequent legislation in 
their present form. 
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“There are those who honestly | 


avor the retention of the law as it 
now stands, beMeving it has accom- 
plished good, and may accomplish 
more and better results. Others, 
not less devoted to the high pur- 
pose which prompted the passage 
of this law, believe that in its pres- 
ent form it ministers to disrespect 
for law and the growth of a dan- 
serous spirit of anarchy.” . 
Issues Related to Politics. 

The committee hesitated to rec- 
mmend concerted action on the 
srounds that the issues involved are 
“highly controversial and closely 
related to partisan politics.” 

“The enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion law,” the report says, “has 
been steadily ressited, and has been 
accompanied by graft, corruption, 
lawlessness, murder and political 
cowardice and hypocrisy. Lawless- 
ness, however, issues in part out of 
conditions which have not always 
been given full consideration, such 
as the enactment of laws, or the 
failure to repeal laws, which do not 
command or continue to enlist pub- 
lic confidence, and have lost the 
respect and support of a majority 
of the people.” 

The ignoring or violation of such 
laws, the report continues, results 
solely because the laws affect per- 
sonal rights and liberties which in- 
dividuals themselves determine to 
laintain, regardless of social con- 
sequences. 

The report adds that “it is a dis- 
torted view of conditions which 
lays at the dgor of the prohibition

Pointing to the low price of 
farm products, which has prevent- 
ed many farmers who obtained 
drouth relief loans from the Fed- 
eral Government last year from 
paying off the loans now falling 
due, the conference asked the De- 
partment of Agriculture to extend 
the loans for a year.

SPANISH PRETENDER FORMS 
ALLIANCE WITH FORMER KING 


ys He and Alfonso Will Work 
Together for Salvation of ~ 
Nation, 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 26.—Don Jaime of 
Bourbon, Carlist pretender to the 
Spanish throne, announced last 
night that he and former King 
Alfonso had decided to “establish 
relations of brotherly friendship so 
as to work together for the salva- 
tion of Spain.’’ 3 


Don Jaime, son of the late Don 
Carlos, has been taking an active 
interest in the events in Spain dur- 
ing the last few months. 

Prior to the lection last spring, 
he issued a manifesto calling on 
the Spanish people to declare by 
their ballots whether they were 
republican or monarchist and ,in- 
vited them to favor a monarchy 
which would have no relation with 
Alfonso’s regime, but would be 

“renewed, progressive and decen- 
tralized.” 

In 1868, several years after the 
dethronement of Queen Isabella II, 
Don Jaime’s father asserted his 
pretentions to the throne by force 
of arms, but was driven out 
Spain. In the meantime, his 
cousin, Alfonso XII, was crowned 
and on his death was succeeded by 
Alfonso XIII, recently deposed.

JUDGMENT AGAINST 
MIILLSPAUGH REVERSED 


Depositors in Closed Bank De- 
nied Recovery on Finance 
Commissioner’s Bond. 


A judgment of the United States 
District Court at Kansas City, per- 
mitting depositors in a closed bank 
to recover certain losses from the 
bond of the State Commissioner of 
Finance, was reversed and the 
case remanded by a decision hand- 
ed down yesterday by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Judge Kenyon wrote the opinion. 

The judgment was for $13,731.87 
against the Fidelity & Casualty Co, 
of New York, surety on the $25,- 
000 official bond of Frank C. Mills- 
paugh, former Commissioner’. of 
Finance of Missouri, and was in 
favor of 22 depositors of the Citi- 
zens’ Bank of Lancaster, Mo., 
which was closed Sept. 25, 1923, 
with heavy loss to depositors. _ 

The lower court's judgment, af- 
firming the findings of a special 
master, was that Millspaugh had 
not faithfully discharged his duties 
in permitting the bank to remain 
open and that his bondsman was 
liable for losses accruing to depos- 
itors from an earlier time when an 
official examination had disclosed 
its impaired condition. 

The evidence, as reviewed in the 
Opinion, was that A. J. Stanfield, a 
deputy finance commissiéner, and 
Martin, a State bank ex- 
aminer, in February, 1923, found 
the bank’s condition unsatisfactory 
because of impairment of capital 
through real estate holdings in the 
name of the cashier, a $4000 short- 
age charged to an assistant cashier 
and’ numerous slow and doubtful! 
notes. Examiner Martin reported 
the condition to the Finance De- 
partment and was instructed either 
to close the bank or to take a bond 
guaranteeing the payment of its 
obligations. After an all-night 
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meeting with the directors, Martin 
accepted a bond which they exeé- 
cuted after qualifying under oath 
to the possession of assets worth 
$227,000, although it was  dis- 
closed that $52,000 in notes of the 
directors were held by the bank. 

The judgment of the District 
Court was for the amount of net 
increases in deposits from the time 
this action was taken by the Fi- 
nance Commissioner until the bank 
was closed. : 

The substance of the appelate 
court’s opinion was that the Fi- 
nance Commissioner and his sub- 
ordinates had acted within their 
discretionary powers with the sole 
object of trying to save the bank 
from failure, and tgat they conld 
not be held to” have failed in the 
faithful and impartial discharge of 
their duties merely because of er- 
rors of judgment. 

“We are unable to agree with 
certain conclusions of law found 
by the master and affirmed by the 
court,” the opinion said, “nor do 
we think some of the findings of 
fact of the master are sustained 
by the evidence. There is @onsider- 
able inconsistency in holding that 
Millspaugh acted as a faithless 
public official and was guilty of 
wrongfully permitting an insolvent 
bank to remain open and deposit- 
ors to be defrauded, which under 
former Missouri statutes would 
have made him guilty of a criminal 
offense, and a finding that nefther 
he, Stanfield or Martin were guilty 
of any corruption, malice or fraud 
in relation to the examination, 
supervision and regulation of this 
bank. 
bank.” 

Elsewhere the opinion stated 
that if the action of the officials 
in permitting the bank to remain 
open under bond had tided it over 
and saved it from failure,” it would 
have been hailed as a fine business 
achievement.”

A woman fair, fat and 40 has an 
ambition for all the good things of 
life which money brings. A strong, 
firm friendship means more to her 
than romance, which by that time 
is pretty well outlived. That is, if 


she is still a spinster. But, strange 
to say, in widows—even though 
several times bereft—romance ap- 
pears perennial. The spinster of 40 
is young enough to enjoy to the full 
life’s gayeties, and at that age 
prizes more thin ever the protec- 
tion of a home and =4Iuxuries. In 
brief, she wants an assured future. 
There must be something in it for 
her or marriage will make limited 
appeal.

If. he waits 
long enough to find his ideal, how- 
ever, search is far easier and less 
hopeless than that of the woman 
who surpasses in success most men. 

There are many things that go 
to influence the making of wom- 
en’s ideals. Times have changed 
completely and will go on chang- 
ing. What they will lead to is now 
undreamed of. As conditions exist, 
four factors are responsible: The 
emancipation of women through 
the World War, higher education, 
the right to vote, the entry of wom- 
en into nearly every calling and 
profession with astounding success 
in them. No longer is she obliged 
to marry early and get a husband 
to support her. Even the little 
flapper earns as much as her “‘boy 
friends,”” No more is she called 
upon to choose between being sup- 
potted in her own home or tolerat- 
ed in another as dependent spin- 
ster. She has become as much a 
free agent as man has. been 
throughout the ages. With her, 
marriage and spinsterhood become 
largely. self-elected states. 

But in such cases what about 
the man and his lack of being free- 
ly chosen as ideal? She played her 
part after marriage more or less 
successfully, just as royalty played 
and still plays it in marriages that 
are “arranged” for state reasons 
or to bind a treaty between nations 
more securely. That very same type 
of marriage was often duplicated 
through necessity in many an in- 
stance by those not remotely royal. 


HE contracting royal Prince 
and Princess were at a distinct 
advantage. They took the situ- 
ation at its face value; there were 
no illusions on either side. To get 
along together became the main 
thing. There was no _ hypocrisy 
about it. Not so in less exalted cir- 
cles. The man took it for granted 
that the woman loved him as much 
as he loved her. 
She played her part generally 
quite successfully. Later her con- 
solation lay in her children, their 
happiness and their advancement, 
often to the husband’s cost, because 
he was the last person considered. 
Today, marrying her ideal, sham 
goes into the discard. They become 
partners in the best sense, working 
together for their children’s ad- 
vancement.

her first thought, just as she is his. 
In consequence, a big share of that 
selfishness which had such logical 
foundation is no longer laid at 
woman’s door, for when she mar- 
ries her ideal there is no need for 
it. 

The higher education of women 
has proved a boon in married life. 
It goes a long way toward remov- 
ing that vague explanation of mar- 
ital troubles, “they don’t get along 
together’; in the divorce court 
they call it “incompatibility.” Two 
persons not intellectual equals are 
very likely to be incompatible be- 
cause they cannot understand each 
other’s point of view. 


In the day when women lived in 
a restricted world in which man in 
general was on his good behavior, 
she was driven, more or less, 
through ignorance of what he real- 
ly was to accept him at face vatue. 
As long as a man appeared to be 
nice that settled it. But when a 
woman goes out in life to earn her 
way, she has ample opportunity to 
see man when he is not~“nice.” 

These ideas that I have set down 
are given modestly, but, at any 
rate, I have told things as I have 
seen. them.

Anxiety 

N every day speech the words 
J cacer and anxious are used as 

if synonymous. 

Strictly considered, eagerness 
connotes intense desire, while 
anxiéty includes a large element 
of fear. 

Medicine recognizes so-called 
anxiety states as a distinct disease 
condition. 

Though essentially a problem in 
psychiatry, the general practition- 
er is frequently confronted with 
such sufferers. 

Such patients not uncommonly 
complain of headaches, insomnia, 
fainting spells, heart troubles, dys< 
pepsia and the like. 

This masking often fools even 
the best practitioner. The result 
is that the victim of anxiety may 
cure one disease after another and 
never escape what he calls “ill 
health.” 


Occasionally such a patient is 
properly diagnosed by a medical 
practitioner with uncommon skill 
or understanding. 

He is then taught to appreciatd 
the nature of his illness. That is 
the beginning of recovery, which 
depends largely upon the patient’ 
reaction to his situation. 


The first thing he must appre- 


ciate is that his physical trouble 


masks his unwillingness or inabil-« 
ity to face his emotional and psy< 
chologic problems, 

The anxiety patient terms him-« 
self nervous, 

He may complain of loss of 
memory, inability to concentrate, 
a depressed feeling and other gen-< 
eral states. 

Again, he may manifest definite 
anxiety, such as the need to go 
back several times to make sure 
that a door is locked. 

The patient may appreciate that 
his physical symptoms are related 
to his nervousness, but may hesi- 
tate to talk about it for fear that 
the physician will be unsympa- 
thetic. 

Such an attitude operates to the 
disadvantage of both patient and 
physician.
